Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  this  Annual  Report  for  1948 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  3/49.  My  predecessor,  Dr.  N.  Macfadyen,  was  responsible 
for  the  work  of  the  first  eight  months  of  such  year. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  all  compare  favourably 
with  those  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  though  the  local 
causes  of  death  suggest  that  the  age  composition  of  the  population 
is  somewhat  older  than  the  national  average.  Serious  infectious 
disease  has  been  almost  completely  absent  during  the  year  and  the 
very  low  infant  deathrate  shows  the  Hitchin  Rural  District  a very 
healthy  environment  into  which  to  be  born. 

From  the  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act 
from  5th  July,  1948,  there  have  been  several  changes  in  the 
administration  of  local  public  health  services,  including  the 
setting  up  by  the  Herts  County  Council  of  a diyisional  health 
office  in  Hitchin  to  serve  the  North  Herts  Division. 

In  the  compilation  of  this  re  port.  I would  acknovi/ledge 
the  great  assistance  of  your  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector, 

Mr.  S.  T.  Gunning,  who  is  completely  responsible  for  Sections 
C - E.  I would  also  record  having  received  from  your  Council, 
its  chief  officers  and  my  predecessor  the  utmost  consideration 
and  help  since  taking  up  duties.

Following  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Macfadyen  in  August 
1948,  there  was  instituted  a combined  post  of  Divisional  Medical 
Officer  for  the  County  Health  and  School  Medical  Services  and 
District  M*0*.H.  to  your  Rural  District  and  to  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Hitchin,  Lotchv/orth,  Baldoek,  Stevenage  and  Royston 

For  the  Hitchin  Rural  District  -the  Sanitary  and 
-Clerical  Staff  are  unchanged. 


Section  C 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 

Water  Supplies 

Although  there' .have  been  no  new  works  of  water 
• supply  -carried  out  during  the  year  under  review , this  branch 
of  the  work  of  the  Council  .is  one  which  is  receiving  constant 
■attention  from. .the  point  of  view  of  bringing  piped  water 
supplies  to  as  many  villages -as  .possible.  Application  for 
permission* to  proceed  with  such  works  has  been  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  following  are  -some  of  the  more 
important  items  included  in  such  applications 

Water  Mains  to  the  Villages  of  Rexton  and,.  Langley- 
Mains  from  Therfield  to  Ash  we  11  to  improre  the 
supply  to  that  village  and  to  serve  the  villages 
of  Bygrave  and  Newnham  en  route . 


Mains  from  OfflLey  to  Pirton  in  order  that  this 
latter  village  with  Holwell,  may  take  a supply 
from  the  source  at  King’s  Walden  and  so  allow 
the  closing  down  of  the  Borehole  at  Pirton  vhere 
constant  trouble  arises  due  to  silting  of  the 
borehole  by  greensand. 

The  re-building  of  the  water  towers  at  Codicote 
and  Rabley  Heath. 


Consequent  on  no  extension  of  works  (previously 
referred  to)  there  has  been  little,  if  any,  change  in  the 
position  as  regards  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied, 
which  was  fully  set  out  in  Parish  order  in  the  report 
submitted  last  year.

Sewers  and  Sewerage  Disposal 

Progress  in  this  branch 

is  slow 

, possibly  due  to  the 

desire  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  consideration 

to  be  given 

to  a separate  scheme  for  each  Village  in  preference  to  th© 
original  proposals  put  forward  by  the  Council  to  amalgamate  the 
drainage  system  of  a number  of  Parishes  and  give  purification 
in  one  treatment  plant.  The  Councils  Consulting  Engineers 
have  recently  issued  their  reports  in  respect  of  separate  schemes 
for  the  Parishes  of  Whit we 11  and  Kimpton  and  the  Ministiy  of 
Health  may  be  expected  to  give  a decision  at  an  early  date. 

Other  schemes  which  should  be  urged  forward  are 
Breachwood  Green  and  Weston. 
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The  Commissioners  of  Crown  Lands  are  anxious  that  a 
scheme  should  be  carried  out  for  the  Village  of  Lilley  and  the 
Council  have  asked  their  Consulting  Engineers  for  a report  in 
this  instance. 

The  scheme  for  Ickleford  awaits  the  improvement  of 
Hitchin  U. D.C.  works  to  which  it  will  be  connected. 

The  drainage  of  Knebworth  may  bo  dealt  with  in  duo 
course  by  discharge  to  trunk  sewer  to  be  laid  by  the  Stevenage 
Development  Corporation, 

There  may  be  a number  of  villages  where  schemes  of 
sewerage  and  sev/age  disposal  cannot  be  carried  out  for  some 
considerable  time.  Your  Engineer  & Surveyor,  hov/ever,  is  not 
losing  sight  of  an  opportunity  to  provide  some  up  to  date 
facilities  in  sewage  purification  where  Housing  Estates  are 
opened  up  in  such  villages;  in  cases  v/here  these  small  plants 
can  be  properly  sited  without  excessive  expenditure  they  will 
be  so  designed  as  to  be  capable  of  extension  for  receiving  the 
sewage  from  existing  properties  in  the  village  at  some  future 
date. 

Public  Cleansing  Service 

Refuse  Collection 


This  service  has  been  entirely  re-organised  during 
the  year,  consequent  upon  the  receipt  of  two  new  Dennis  Refuse 
Collection  Vehicles  of  10  eu.yd.  capacity.  The  re-organised 
service  allows  for  a weekly  collection  in  the  large  urbanised 
area  of  Knebworth,  and  a regular  fortnightly  collection  from 
all  other  premises  throughout  the  district. 

Saturd^s  are  given  up  to  the  cleaning  of  vehicles 
and  urgent  work  on  the  tips.

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Cesspool  Emptying 

This  service,  which  has  proved  of  great  benefit  to  the 
district  during  the  year,  has  been  fully  employed  and  continues 
to  give  satisfaction. 

An  extension  of1  the  service  has  been  the  colie  ct  ion 
of  night-soil  on  a limited  basis  from  certain  properties  in  the 
area  - first,  those  with  insufficient  ground  for  the  disposal 
of  pail  closet  contents,  secondly,  premises  occupied  by  elderly 
people  unable  to  deal  with  this  matter  and,  thirdly,  special 
service  in  cases  of  illness.

Salxage 

Despite  the  general  tendency  amongst  householders 
to  have  less  regard  for  the  salvage  of  waste  paper,  our  collect- 
ions for  the  year  under  review  di  owed  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year,  i.e.  , 64  tons  as  against  43  tons.  An  income  is 
shown  for  the  year  of  £269.  7.  Od.  , of  v/hich  £7.14.  9d.  was  for 
textiles,  v/hich  compares  favourably  with  the  figure  of 
£226.16.10d.  for  1947,  which  included  not  only  waste  paper  and 
textiles,  but  bones  and  metal.

Section  B 

Housing 

Progress  with  the  erection  of  new  houses  has  been 
somewhat  disappointing;  there  have  been  difficulties  in  completm 
contracts  at  Ashwell  and  Therfield,  and  in  addition,  the  choice 
of  sites  in  certain  areas  such  as  Offley  and  Wymondley  has  been 
the  subject  of  many  protracted  meetings.  It  is  however, 
necessary  that  in  such  areas  every  aspect  of  the  Village  Plan 
should  be  considered,  for  here  we  are  planning  for  a good  many 
years  ahead.  Sewage  disposal  schemes  are  involved  in  both 
parishes  but  the  Surveyor  informs  me  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
progress  he  is  making  is  such  that  a final  scheme  §Iould  be  very 
pleasing  for  the  villages  concerned. 

The  new  houses  erected  in  the  District  during  the  year 
ended  December  31st  1948  were  as  follows

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This,  I submit,  is  a further  record  of  progress 
which,  though  fully  appreciated,  is  not  sufficient  to  keep  pee 
with  the  increasing  number  of  applications  from  those  living 
and  working  in  the  district  who  are  requiring  accommodation. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  we  had  1454  applications, 
which  figure,  following  the  Ministry  of  Health  review  of  Housing 
Applications,  was  reduced  to  983.  This  figure  is  again  inc- 
reasing however,  and  at  March  31st  1949  was  1019. 

Rural  Housing  Survey 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey,  to  which  reference  was  made 
in  the  report  for  1947,  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  the 
information  obtained  has  already  proved  of  great  value,  not  only 
in  the  Public  Health  Department  but  in  other  departments  of  the 
Council,  by  reason  of  the  volume  of  facts  which  can  be  extracted 
there  from. 


At  the  same  time,  it  does  reveal  an  urgent  need  for 
the  introduction  of  a scheme  which  will  make  available  both 
material  and  manpower  to  save  by  thorou^i  re-conditioning  and 
improvement  many  of  the  houses  in  this  district  which  have  fallen 
into  a sad  state  of  repair  during  the  war  period  and  since,  when 
ordinary  property  maintenance  was  practically  at  a standstill.

Sanitary  Improvements 

With  the  easing  of  licensing  restrictions,  many  owners 
of  praper%-  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  submit  schemes  for 
sanitary  improvements  to  existing  dwellings.  In  many  other 
cases  schemes  are  being  withheld  awaiting  possible  legislation 
which  foreshadows  financial  assistance  for  complete  schemes  of 
improvement.  Altogether,  some  110  sanitary  improvements  have 
been  carried  out.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

a.  Milk.  The  number  of  Registered  Producers  and/or  Producer- 

Retailers  on  your  Register  at  December  31st  was  154.  Of  these, 
37  are  licensed  for  the  production  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk, 
and  18  for  the  sale  of  milk  produced  under  the  designate  on 
"Accredited”,  the  remaining  99  being  undesignated  producers. 

In  addition,  there  are  30  registered  Retailers,  21  of 
whom  retail  milk  produced  outside  the  Hit chin  Rural  District.

Special  enquiries  have  been  carried  out  at  premises 
where  reports  either  from  our  own  sampling  or  from  adjoining 
Urban  Districts  show  unsatisfactory  results. 
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b.  Meat  and  Other  Foods.  There  are  no  slaughter-houses 
operating  within  the  Hitchin  Rural  District  but  all  butchers’ 
shops  and  other  food  shops  received  careful  attention,  although 
I would  record  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  give  the  amount 
of  time  v/hich  is  due  to  this  important  aspect  of  Public  Health 
admin i strati  on. 

Laboratory  and  chemical  examination  of  milk  and  other 
foodstuffs,  and  sampling  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  are 
carried  out  by  the  County  Council.

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Section  F. 


Prevalence  of  and  control  over  infectious  and 

oth  er  disease s 


During  the  year  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
(after  correction  of  diagnosis)  were:  measles  22,  whooping 
cough  59,  chicken pox  54,  scarlet  fever  21,  pneumonia  4, 
jaundice  3 and  puerperal  pyrexia  1.  No  cases  of  poliomyelitis, 
enteric  disease  or  food  poisoning  were  notified. 

Notifications  of  minor  infectious  disease  (chickenpox, 
measles  and  whooping  cough)  is  very  far  from  complete  but, 
combined  with  information  from  schools  and  the  contiguous  urban 
districts,  are  sufficient  to  give  a fair  picture "of  the  epidemic 
state  at  any  point  in  time.  During  the  fourth  quarter  of  the 
year  there  was  a heavy  prevalence  of  measles  in  the  eastern 
section  of  the  district,  particularly  severe  in  the  Weston  area. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Cases  were  few  and  mainly  sporadic,  apart  from 
a mild  epidemic  prevalence  in  the  Bygrave  area  in  the  third 
quarter.  Such  disease  has  become  so  mild  that  hospitalisation 
is  becoming  much  less  indicated. 

Diphtheria.  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that,  with  the  enormous  decline  in  incidence  all  over 
the  country,  there  will  be  no  falling  off  in  the  acceptance  by 
parents  of  immunisation,  which  must  be  the  main  causal  factor 
in  the  spectacular  reduction  in  diphtheria  prevalence  over  the 
last  eight  years. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis.  In  addition  to  its  continued  pro- 
vision by  the  Herts  County  welfare  and  school  health  services 
such  is  now  freely  obtainable  under  the  National  Health  Service 
from  private  practitioners.  Figures  for  children  immunised  in 
each  district  during  the  year  are  not  immediately  available  but 
there  has  been  no  slackening  off  either  in  publicity  given  to 
such  measure  or  in  the  degree  of  its  acceptance  by  parents. 

Scabies  and  infestation.  At  the  end  of  the  year  your  district 
council  came  to  a financial  agreement  for  the  use,  v/hen  required, 
of  the  cleansing  station  belonging  to  the  Letchworth  Urban 
District  Council  at  the  sanitaiy  department  of  that  authority.
